London, April 1.—Twenty-eight per- 
sons were killed and forty-four in- 
jured in last night's air raid, accord- 
ing to official figures given out today. 
An eye witness of a Zeppelin flight 
and its encounter with anti-aircraft 
guns, describes the scene as a most 
thrilling one. 
The Zeppelin, which 
appeared to be of larger type than 
that of previous visitors^ flew at a 
considerable height. The glitter of. its ' 
surface as it passed overhead attract-' 
ed the attention of hundreds of per- ; 
sons who came out of doors to gaze | 
upward, despite the instructions given 
to remain under cover.

Premier Asquith Will 
Visit 
Vatican 


Tomorrow—Later On Will Meet 


Italian King at Front.

Rome, via Paris, April 1.—Premier 


Asquith appeared on Ibe balcony of 
the British embassy tonight to salute 
a great concourse o£ people of Rome 
who had gathered to cheer him. 
"We. are here," he said, "to further 
the victory of right and justice." 
It is said that Mr. Aequith 
after) 
conferring with the Italian ministers, 
will pay a visit tomorrow to Pope 
Benedict at the Vatican. He is also 
to visit King Victor Emanuel at the 
front. 
The Tribuna. ventures the opinion 
that the subjects to be discussed in 
the British stateman's interview with 
head of the Catholic church would 
deal chiefly with Irish affairs, and the 
participation of Irish Catholics in the 
war. The newspaper also thinks that 
the question 
of Irish in America 
would be discussed as "a portion o; 
them are conducting a most audacious 
campaign in favor of the central em- 
pires." 
Other newspapers express the opin- 
ion that Pope Benedict desires to take 
advantage of Mr. Asquith's presence 
in Rome, to make another effort In fa- 
vor of peace by insisting on his pre- 
viously stated contention that an ex- 
pressed willingness on the part of the 
belligerents to make reciprocal con- 
cessions might lead to pening of ne- 
gotiations and the ending of the great 
conflict. It is also asserted that the 
Pope is anxious to set forth his claim 
to participation in the 
prospective 
peace conference to be held at the 
conclusion of the hostilities, the basis 
of which claim is, that he is the spir- 
itual head of millions of those en- 
gaged on both sides in the war.

adopted by all parties in the Reichstag

The resolution stands in the name of 
Major Ernest Bassermaii, leader of the 
national liberals, and 
twelve other 
members of the Reichstag. The rest 
of the resolution as received here, is 
in part as follows: 
"Seeing that the 
submarine had. 
proved to be an 
effective 
weapon, 
against English methods of warfare, 
based on the starvation of Germany, 
the Reichstag expresses the convic- 
tion that It is necessary to make such 
use of our submarines, as of all our 
military means as 
will guarantee 
peace, and safeguard the future of 
Germany." 


The foregoing translation 
of

first part of the resolution, places a 
different construction on the attitude 
of the Reichstag than that implied in. 
a translation of the resolution, sent by 
wireless last night from the Overseas 
News agency of Berlin. The wireless 
version contains these words:

What might, have happened to the 


country, but for the war, will never 
be known, but it is safe to assume 
that a long season of depression and 
business stagnation would have re- 
sulted.

a touch of hard 


times without a

averted because of the abundance of 
money.

and found wanting. Its history is a 
matter of record, and the chapter now 
closing will add nothing to its laurels.

portion of the plant within the city.

Meansha also operates in several oth- 
er cities and the portion of the plant 
in Menasha is only a small segment.

The traction company now applies for 
an order restraining the city from put- 
ting the order into effect.

The police here nave 
every reason to believe that Carl Moh- 
ler and Egbert aro jiis and the same 
l"rsc.ii and if the1.:: belief is true, ail 
attempt will be made to clear up a 
mystery of where Egbert had spirited 
the child away. 
Mrs. Carl 
M. Egbert, 430 North 
Pearl street, was united in marriage to 
Carl M. Egbert in August, 1911. 
Two 
children were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Egbert, a boy, Ernest, and a girl, four 
years of age, 
at the 
present time 
named Helen Elsie. They lived in Be- 
loit, Chicago and Minneapolis at var- 
ious times. Mrs. Egbert was formerly 
Miss iMyrtle Aldrich. 
Egbert, on one occasion, was arrest- 
ed in Janesville for drunkenness and 
this was the first time that he ever 
was known 
to the 
police here. In 
August Mrs. Egbert was working in 
Minneapolis and the 
daughter was 
confined in 
a Minneapolis 
hospital.
